SETS SINGLES 


New Zealand News 





Messrs. Wilcox, Smith & Co. report 
that the main topics in New Zealand 
Philatelic Circulars are the Trans 
Tasman air flights. Up to date only 
ten flights have been made over this 
turbulent ocean between New Zealand 
and Australia. Sir Kingsford Smith, 
the famous aviator was the first to 
succeed, but the first Postal crossing 
was recently made by Mr. Ulm, 
Kingsford Smith’s old Lieutenant, on 
February 17th when a fairly heavy 
mail was safely carried across. A 
special stamp was printed for this ef- 
fort, the current 7d air stamp being 
overprinted and color changed to blue. 
These stamps will be scarce as all re- 
mainder were destroyed immediately 
the flight was finished. 

Mr. Ulm on the 12th of April re- 
turned from Australia safely with the 
first Aerial Mail from there, but no 
special stamp was used, only a special 
“cachet.” 


On the 29th of March, Sir Kings- 
ford Smith also safely made the re- 
turn journey with a mail also only 
with a special cachet. 

All covers by these mails must be 
scarce as not nearly enough were car- 
ried to go round collectors. 


As yet we have had no word or 
sign of the letters entrusted to Ad- 
miral Byrd. We expected them to be 
returned by the supply ship Jacob 
Ruppert which came back from the 
Anarctic to winter here, awhile back.

One of the most popular questions 
which is constantly being asked is 
for a method to distinguish between 
hard and soft paper on the banknote 
issues. Although we have answered 
this question before in this column, 
the number of requests received seem 
to warrant its being answered 
again. There are two ways to dis- 
tinguish between these papers. First, 
take the stamp to be tested between 
the finger and thumb and then “flick” 
with the other hand. If the stamp 
appears brittle with a decided snap to 
it the stamp is a hard paper variety. 
If, on the other hand, the stamp 
seems limp and without much spring- 
iness it is a soft paper variety. 
The other method, which is preferred 
by many, is to hold the stamp to 
an electric light with the face of the 
stamp towards the light. If the 
light coming through the stamp ap- 
pears with a clear and even semi- 
transparency, the stamp is printed on 
hard paper. When the soft paper 
variety is held before a light it is 
not evenly transparent and appears 
to resemble thin blotting paper with 
alternate light and dark spots. 

Mr. Wilkin also asks for some way 
to determine shades of early 3c 
stamps such as red, pink and rose. 
He adds that the published color 
charts do not help to any great ex- 
tent. We are afraid we cannot be 
of much help either. The only ade- 
quate way for determining these col- 
ors and shades is by study and by 
consulting with one who does know. 
Once having seen the real 3c pink 
you will always be able to pick it 
out. If any reader has stamps he 
would like classified as to color we 
will, of course, be glad to do it, for 
them without charge provided a 
stamped and addressed envelope for 
their return is enclosed. 

Mr. L. M. Ryer, editor of the Shift 
Hunters Letters for the Bureau Is- 
sues Association, that organization 
to which we all owe so much, for our 
increasing knowledge of U. S. stamps, 
takes issue with my explanation of 
shifts and double transfers as re- 
cently described in this column. He 
promises to provide a more adequate 
and correct explanation for next 
week’s appearance of this column. 
Watch for it.

The Regent Stamp 
Catalogue 





The appearance of a new stamp 
catalogue in England should be con- 
clusive proof of the strength of 
Philately in that country, as well as 
the general upturn in business condi- 
tions. 

It is no small matter to launch a 
publication so pretentious and _ so 
costly ‘as a catalogue of Postage 
Stamps. 

Perhaps another thing that should 
be noted with reference to this new 
catalogue is the fact that it is built 
with a thought to cater to the Amer- 
ican trade. 

The refusal of the Stanley Gibbons 
firm to deface their illustrations with 
a white line as required for stamp pic- 
tures in this country has eliminated 
the Gibbons catalogue from the Amer- 
ican market, except, of course, in the 
case of the few bootleg copies that 
are to be found. 

Now comes Robson Lowe, 93 Regent 
Street, W. 1, London, with an original 
new catalogue, and one that is printed 
with an intention to get the American 
business that Gibbons have apparently 
spurned. 

This new catalogue is of stamps of 
the British Empire only. It is a much 
better job of printing than is found in 
any other stamp catalogues that we 
know of, and the illustrations through- 
out, on a good quality of paper, are 
far better than those used by other 
publishers. 

The catalogue has numerous fea- 
tures which should be of value and 
interest to all collectors of these 
stamps. Numerous notes on_ the 
market value of the stamps are found 
throughout the book. Many of the 
stamps are priced on covers and much 
valuable advice and information for 
the specialist is included. 

Some sound advice and much in- 

formation of value to all collectors is 
to be found in the forepart of the 
catalogue, and it will be desirable to 
quote some of this matter at a later 
date. 
The catalogue is based on strictly 
net prices, and it is the object of the 
publishers to state that they supply 
the stamps at the listed prices, subject 
of course to price changes as an- 
nounced from time to time. 

The price is $1.25, and collectors of 
British stamps will find it money well 
spent if they will give the catalogue 
careful study as a guide for buying.

THE USED 
BLOCK RACKET 


Cancel my Ad- 
ve rtisem ent, 
wires J. L. Port- 
wood of New York, following the pub- 
lication of our expose of the Used 
Block Racket in our issue of May 
12th. That then is the reason that 
his advertisement no longer appears 
on this page. He said some other 
things in his telegram also, things 
that were not complimentary to the 
publisher. We wrote him at once 
proposing to print his telegram and 
letters in full in order that all might 
know the complete facts in this mat- 
ter but he insisted that his letters and 
telegrams be not printed. 

Early in 1932, following the issue 
of the Bicentennial stamps, Mr. Port- 
wood began to offer those stamps on 
handsome covers at a price below face 
value. It was evident to us that there 
was some plan by which the stamps 
were obtained in lightly cancelled 
condition below face. Mr. Portwood 
stated that he could supply any quan- 
tity at a certain price. He wanted to 
market the material but hardly knew 
how to go about it. The covers were 
so attractive that we offered to ad- 
vertise them and take them from him 
at a given figure. Quite a quantity 
were sold and in the meantime we in- 
quired from him as to how the stamps 
could be sold to us at a price consid- 
erably below face. 

His reply was substantially as ex- 
plained by us in our editorial in the 
May 12th issue. Soon after this in- 
formation came to us, Mr. Portwood 








wrote us that he could not longer 
supply the stamps since there had} 
been a question raised by the Post- 


office Department or by the Depart- 
ment of Justice regarding the illus- 
trations on the envelopes. 

You will note that this occurred 
early in 1932. Two years ago. You 
will note also that the explanation of 
the used block racket as we gave in 
our May 12 issue, was substantially 
as Mr. Portwood explained it to us 
in his letters in 1932. You will note 
also in our May 12 issue that we refer 
to the fact that a great many people 
have written us letters and that we 
have discussed this used block racket 
with numerous collectors in the past 
year or more at various stamp meets 
and that the explanation that all of 
them seemed to understand was sub- 
stantially as stated by us and as giv- 
en us by Mr. Portwood. Thus while 
we practically quoted Mr. Portwood’s 
statement, the same information was 
also gathered in numerous instances 
from other sources. 

Perhaps the reason that this infor- 
mation was common and current is 
because this method of acquiring used 
stamps at less than face was first 
practiced by a St. Louis dealer at the 
time of the Columbian issue in 1893. 
Thus its only an old gag brought to 
life again. 

In his telegram to us as stated 
above, Mr. Portwood accused us of a 
breach of business confidence for 
printing the editorial, and he followed 
up his telegram with letters evidently 
worded to cause us to become en- 
raged and excited, all of which we 
failed to do but we did offer to print 
his telegram and correspondence if 
he so desired. 

In one of his letters to us he em- 
phatically denies that the method of 
securing the stamps is as stated in 
our editorial, yet in his first tele- 
gram he accuses us of a breach of 
business confidence for printing the 
matter. This then shows that he 
told us an untruth in the first instance 
and then because we print an untruth 
according to his own statements, yet 
a truth as stated by others with whom 
we have talked, Mr. Portwood says we 
violated a business confidence. Does 
Mr. Portwood believe that he gave us 
anything in confidence when he ad- 
mits by his own letters to us that 
he misled us in the first place. Is 
he a man to talk about business con- 
fidence when a man is tricked in order 
to gain his confidence as he did to 
gain ours? 

Mr. Portwood even went so far in 
his letters as to state that we should 
retract the editorial, make an apol- 
ogy, that we had slandered certain 
postmasters in Nebraska. 

If we did this, Mr. Portwood is fath- 
er of the slander, we stated what he 
told, as was also told by others with 
whom we have talked on this matter. 
In fact if we were to quote some of 
the statements that were made to us 
by collectors and dealers with whom 
we discussed this matter, it would be 
quite laughable. 

Perhaps we were wrong as to the 
method, perhaps all who talked with 
us were wrong as to the method that 
has been used in these recent in-

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stances, yet the method as explained 
is a practical one made possible by 
certain terms under which the Fourth 
Class Postmaster’s salary is figured. 

While unethical, we do not believe 
it criminal and we do not believe it 
is done with any intention to defraud 
the postoffice department, yet doubt- 
less the postoffice department would 
frown on the plan, as they should. 

Since the publication of our edi- 
torial we have a letter from a collec- 
tor in Nebraska. This letter explains 
the used block racket from another 
angle, a much more simple method and 
the method which he claims is the one 
by which the market has been flooded 
with used blocks. 

Thus all any stamp dealer need do 
to get the used blocks is to get him- 
self a friendly special delivery boy in 
a town where there is but one boy, so 
that this one boy will be sure to get 
the deliveries. 

We quote the letter herewith: 

Syracuse, Nebr., 5-13-34. 
My dear Mr. Linn: 

I have just finished your article on 
the Used Block Racket and must say 
that I believe your theory is wrong 
to the biggest portion of the article. 
I know of one dealer and his ads were 
in your paper for a long time, cleared 
over $4000 by this racket in one year. 
His method is not as you state but 
the Special Delivery method. 

Perhaps as you know, special de- 
livery carriers are allowed 9c of the 
fee for their service. This party has 
a brother which is a special delivery 
carrier in a small office in a certain 
state. He purchases large quantities 
of stamps and using several cards 
clipped together, is able to send these 
under one sheet to an address up 
town where they are signed for. These 
stamps never go through the regular 
mails. Since the 15% reduction on 
salaries for economy, the carrier re- 
ceives .0765 cents per article for de- 
livery and turns .0665 over to his 
brother. Thus a card costing lle 
really only costs him 4.35c. In mail- 
ing his cards he figures on this basis 
and when he has mailed them his 
blocks can be sold for half face and 
a profit shown. 

_I know of this same stunt being car- 
ried on in a second class office by the 
aid of the special delivery carrier.

Also the blocks can be _ obtained 
through their use on legitimate mail- 
ing but the low values only. This 
is done by some dealers, mailing large 
selections of stamps wholesale and 
insuring same. Blocks are used when 
one or two stamps are needed to make 
the block and the other dealer retal- 
iates. You have had your postage 
service and the block costs but a small 
amount more. 

Your acquaintance of your method 
may be correct but is rather risky for 
the postmaster while on the special 
delivery method, P. O. inspectors 
have checked and checked this fellow 
up but the method passes the regu- 
lations.

Probably nothing more need be said 
as to the operation of the racket. It 
has been smoked out. It should be 
destroyed in some manner. 

We are quite gratified to have had 
very hearty letters of approval from 
a few dealers, one a well known New 
York dealer as well as several let- 
ters from prominent collectors, all of 
whom agree with us in heartily con- 
demning this curse that has been cast 
upon our stamps. 

We do believe however that we 
should have received many more let- 
ters of approval than came to us. We 
wonder if many dealers and collec- 
tors approve of the blocks and stamps 
that have been flooding the market. 
Perhaps those who do are _ just 
thoughtless, even selfish about the 
matter, thinking that they are for- 
tunate in being able to buy beautiful 
used blocks at such low prices. LOW 
PRICES, that is the point, they fail 
to realize that the catalogue will have 
to take note of these low prices, they 
fail to realize that they are encour- 
aging the destruction of value in every 
legitimate used block that goes 
through the mail, they fail to realize 
that they are helping to cheapen the 
stamps and that instead of buying 
stamps that will increase in value as 
stamps should, that they are foster- 
ing a plan which will eventually make 
the used blocks of the type they buy 
little better than the cancelled to 
order material that comes from many 
other countries. 

The real sportsman, the hunter of 
wild game, has little respect for the 
man that shoots game out of season, 
the fisherman likewise dislikes the 
man who takes a bass undersize. 
Let’s keep the hobby of stamp collect- 
ing also a clean sport by frowning on 
practices that are unethical, that help 
to destroy the true interest and value 
in our stamps.

A number of navy mail clerks with 
whom I am in touch write me their 
resentment over practices of a lot 
of individuals who are sending them 
packets ranging up to 200 or more 
covers, asking for special cancels and 
cachets, often sending packets post- 
age due, and otherwise breaking the 
ethics of our hobby. It seems that a 
certain group of dealers who never 
advertise and work quietly among col- 
lectors through the medium of auc- 
tions and mailing lists are the worst 
offenders. The mail clerks, however, 
finally are getting ready to unite and 
kill the game of such offenders by 
giving them the commonest of black 
cancels, with nothing betweeen killer 
bars, and also by frequent mailings 
ashore. As for the individual collec- 
tors, these clerks will continue to do 
their best as in the past, especially 
for the organized collectors, such as 
are in the Universal Ship Cancella- 
tion Society. 


Black Hawk Ruling 


M. B. Owens, CMM, on the U. S. S. 
Black Hawk, has been forced to cur- 
tail his activities and in future will 
not handle covers except for members 
of the USCS. Mr. Owens has extreme- 
ly limited storage space aboard and 
cannot accommodate the thousands of 
collectors who besiege him for can- 
cels, Hence, unless you belong to 
the USCS, it will be useless to send 
Mr. Owens further covers.

Bouvet Island Overprints 


In February, H. M. S. Milford visit- 
ed the Norwegian South Atlantic pos- 
session of Bouvet Island, this being 
the first time a British warship has 
been there. A mail was despatched 
within the territorial waters of the 
island and the permission of the Nor- 
wegian Consul at Cape Town was 
secured to have the mail franked 
with Norwegian stamps especially 
overprinted. A handstamp worded in 
two lines “BOUVET Y A”, was 
made and various current stamps of 
Norway overprinted in the following 
quantities: 5 ore (Scott’s 104)—400; 
7 ore (Scott’s 168)—100; 10 ore 
(Scott’s 133)—999; 20 ore (Scott’s 
145)—799; and 30 ore (Scott’s 147) 
—395. Tho a cover bearing these 
stamps was received and delivered in 
London without any postage due be- 
ing collected, the overprint will be 
considered in the light of a commemo- 
rative cancellation rather than that 
of a definite issue warranting catalog 
rank.
